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Court wants 
to Join road to 
Rearden Lane

Hancock County Judge/ 
Executive Jack McCaslin 
brought a road extension 
project before members of 
the fiscal court last night. The 
court wants to extend an un¬ 
marked road that serves four 
houses over to Rearden Lane, 
off of state Route 69. The ex¬ 
tension covers roughly 200 to 
300 feet. 

The court wants to join the 
two lanes as a matter of safety 
for the residents on the un¬ 
marked lane. As it stands now, 
the unmarked lane enters 
onto state Route 69 just below 
the crest of a hill, a short dis¬ 
tance north of where Rearden 


Lane intersects with state 
Route 69. 

The current configuration 
of the roadway creates a 
safety hazard for traffic either 
pulling onto state Route 69 to 
go north, or north bound traf¬ 
fic on the highway. Simply 
put, no time exists to stop a 
vehicle after cresting the hill 
if a vehicle enters onto state 
Route 69 from the unmarked 
lane. 

“It is a really bad hill,” Mc¬ 
Caslin said. “We want to tie 
these lanes together so 
people can have good access 
from their property to state 
Route 69 without getting

County escapes 
storm

Hancock County dodged a 
bullet Sunday night/Monday 
morning when a series of 
storms rumbled through the 
area. For the most part, the 
county emerged unscathed 
from the ordeal, while neigh¬ 
bors to the north and south 
received significant damage 
from the storms. The storm 
packed high winds, which 
caused some minor damage, 
but did not stay in the area 
long. 

“It was really quick,” Han¬ 
cock County Emergency Ser¬ 
vices Director Rick Montague 
said. “The rain lasted for 
awhile, but the actual storm 
moved through quick. 

Montague said the storm 
lasted about 15 minutes, and 
packed winds of over 30 
MPH. The winds damaged a 
barn in the Lewisport area, 
damaged a storage building, 
loosened shingles on some 
houses and caused other mi¬ 
nor damage throughout the 
county. 

Montague said two storm 
cells moved through the area, 


one went north, and the other 
south of the county. The 
storm that went south caused 
severe damage in McLean 
County and southern Daviess 
County, he said. 

Both road department su¬ 
pervisors confirmed the mild 
nature of the storm. Hancock 
County Road Department Su¬ 
pervisor Scott Beavin and 
state road department Super¬ 
visor Gerald Voyles both said 
the storm caused little dam¬ 
age. 

“We just had a few limbs 
down,” Voyles said. “It was not 
very bad.” 

Beavin said on Monday his 
workers drove all of the 
county roads looking for dam¬ 
age. He said they found a few 
stopped up culverts, which 
turned water out into the 
highway, but no significant 
damage. 

In fact, to his knowledge 
only one road was closed due 
to the storm. He said a tree 
fell across the road in the Util¬ 
ity area, on Lewin Gibbs Lane. 

‘We really did not have a 
whole lot of damage,” he said.

Audit reveals Lewisport’s 
finances sound; assets up

Dan Drane, of Drane & 
Company PLLC, presented 
the findings of the annual au¬ 
dit of the city of Lewisport 
during the regularly sched¬ 
uled city council meeting last 
Thursday evening. The audit 
revealed the city possessed 
sound finances, with no ma¬ 
jor problems detected for fu¬ 
ture years. 

Compared to the 2010 au¬ 
dit, the city realized a slight 
growth in its net assets. As¬ 
sets grew from $9,148,833 in 
2010 to $9,297,877 in 2011, an 
increase of $149,044. The 
news pleased members of the 
council, and Mayor Chad Gre¬ 
gory. 

“I am very pleased with 
the outcome of the audit this

year,” Gregory said. ‘We have 
trimmed the budget. I want to 
thank the employees and 
council for making this all 
happen.” 

During the course of his 
presentation, Drane stopped to 
compliment the city council on 
its debt load. Over the past sev¬ 
eral years the council worked 
diligently to lower the city’s 
debt, and possess very little 
debt in relation to its assets. 

“This is unbelievable to 
have $9 million in assets, and 
just under half a million in 
debt,” Drane said. 

The city possesses a total 
debt of only $449,893. Of this, 
a large portion exists as a line 
of credit for Dal-Tile should it 
need to purchase natural gas 
for its plant in Lewisport. Oth¬ 
erwise, the only other indebt¬ 
edness is for the city’s new 
backhoe. In reference to the 
line of credit to Dal-Tile, Gre¬ 
gory said at this time there is 
no balance on the tab, but the 
line of credit available still 
counts as debt against the city. 

‘We have planned our ex¬ 
penditures strategically,” Gre¬ 
gory said. ‘We have paid for 
them as we went along.” 

The city receives the vast 
bulk of its operating revenue 
from three systems in the city: 
gas, water and sewer. By far 
the gas system provides the 
bulk of the city’s revenue. 

In 2010 the gas system re¬ 
alized total operating rev¬ 
enues of $2,473,816 versus 
expenses of $2,131,475, or a 
profit of $342,341. The water 
and sewer systems lost 
money. 

The water system earned 
revenue of $302,197, but ex¬ 
penses totaled $400,286, for a 
loss of $98,089. The sewer 


system realized revenue of 
$197,262 against expenses of 
$295,322 for a loss of $98,060. 

The loss in these two funds 
surprised Gregory, but after 
he thought about the issue for 
a few minutes, he remem¬ 
bered that the rate increase in 
the water and sewer systems 
did not take effect until Sep¬ 
tember of 2010, and the audit 
date starts in July of 2010. 

‘We raised the water and 
sewer rates,” Gregory said. 
“It will wash itself out.” 

Over the past several 
years, the city pursued 
projects that helped stream¬ 
line the city’s operations, and 
also help to reduce expenses 


in the long run. The city in¬ 
stalled radio read water 
meters in the city’s water sys¬ 
tem, allowing one person to 
run the routes in about one 
and one-half days. The city 
also installed a lime silo, 
which allows the city to pur¬ 
chase lime in bulk, and at a 
cheaper rate, and the city also 
installed a gravity flow sewer 
line in the Poplar Grove/Han¬ 
cock Park area, which elimi¬ 
nated two lift stations. 

“It will save us thousands 
of dollars every year,” Gre¬ 
gory said. “Over time it will 
be a huge savings for the city 
of Lewisport.”

In the late fall, Hancock 
County High School Junior 
Allison Dwyer needed to de¬ 
velop a leadership project for 
her Governor’s Scholar Pro¬ 
gram application, but kept 
drawing blanks when it came 
to a specific project. As it 
neared Christmas, Allison 
thought about starting a coat 
drive, but the logistics and 
timing proved difficult. 

Allison started discussing 
the need for a leadership 
project with HCHS teacher 
Melissa Wallace, and the 
school’s Family Resource 
Youth Service Center Direc¬ 
tor Laura Kessans. As she 
continued to explore ideas for 
a project, Wallace suggested 
to Allison that she organize a 
drive to collect items for 
people that Food Stamps do 
not allow. She liked the idea, 
and started to organize the 
drive. 

“I decided to donate the 
items collected to the local 
Methodist Church in Hawes- 
ville,” Allison said. 

Her project consisted of 
collecting hygiene and clean¬ 
ing products not eligible to be 
purchased with Food Stamps. 
The items included soaps, 
shampoos, conditioners, 
cleaning supplies and other 
necessary items. 

After deciding what to col¬ 
lect, Allison needed to decide 
where she needed to put col¬ 
lection boxes. She talked with 
Kessans, and Allison decided 
to place a box at Hancock 
Bank in Hawesville, one in the 
school and another one in the 
Lewisport branch of Hancock 


Bank. She started the drive 
just before school let out for 
Christmas Break, and it lasted 
for a little over one week. Alli¬ 
son placed boxes about three 
feet deep, two feet across and 
four feet long in each of the 
three locations, and received 
an incredible response. 

“All of them were full,” Al¬ 
lison said. ‘They were over¬ 
flowing.” 

When each box became 
full, Allison picked up the box, 
and took the items to Hawes¬ 
ville United Methodist 
Church. Her family helped 
her collect the boxes over the 
Christmas holiday. 

Allison is the daughter of 
David and Susan Dwyer. Her 
father works as an emergency 
room physician, and she 
wants to follow in his foot¬ 
steps. 

“Since I was eight, that is 
what I wanted to do,” she said. 

In the GSP, Allison hopes 
to study in the healthcare 
area. Her other choice is vi¬ 
sual arts. 

Allison said she continues 
to examine where she wants 
to go to college. She men¬ 
tioned instate schools the 
University of Louisville, the 
University of Kentucky and 
Transylvania. 

“I would like to stay instate 
because out-of-state tuition is 
a little ridiculous,” she said. 

Allison said she also con¬ 
tinues to ponder going to the 
University of South Dakota- 
Vermillion. Her father went 
there, and she is thinking of 
upholding the family tradi¬ 
tion.

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Remembering 
stories from 

the Clathn 

One of Hancock County and Lewisport’s doctors was 
honored when he was 80 years-old. The following story was 
printed in the August 26, 1948 edition of the Clarion 
authored by Bob Clark a Messenger-Inquirer staff writer.

Dr. J. W. Griffin, family physician here for 55 years, was 
honored by more than 500 fellow citizens and friends Sun¬ 
day afternoon at Utopia Park. 

Clergymen, doctors, and neighbors offered testimoni¬ 
als to “Doctor Jim’s” service to the community at a picnic- 
celebration at which a plaque and money gifts totaling $293 
were given the doctor who will be 80 on Nov. 1. 

More than 35 persons who were delivered as babies by 
Dr. Griffin were present. The oldest was Wilbur Griffin, 
the doctor’s son, who is 54. The youngest was 4 year-old 
James Kirtly Alsip, son of Mr. and Mrs. William Alsip. 

The plaque, presented by the Rev. V. B. Wheatley, bore 
the words: “Presented to J. W. Griffin, M.D., by the citi¬ 
zens of Lewisport community in appreciation of a long life 
of unselfish service to them, August 22,1948.” 

Russell Lawson, president of the Utopia Club, which 
sponsored the tribute to the doctor, told the assembled 
crowd that the celebration had originally been the dream 
of Hillary Smeathers, a friend and neighbor of Dr. Griffin. 

The Utopia Club, which paid similar honor to C. 
Waitman Taylor former member of the Kentucky House 
of Representatives last year, had taken up the sponsor¬ 
ship of the celebration, Mr. Lawson said. (Lawson is the 
father of Ann Evans.) 

Personal tributes to the doctor were offered by Owens¬ 
boro doctors Leslie C. Dodson, E M. Sherman, and W. H. 
Parker and Dr. M. L. Smith of Maceo, Frank Mills of 
Owensboro and Mr. Lawson. 

A dedication in the registry of guests, which was pre¬ 
sented to “Dr. Jim”, was written by Mrs. Annie Hayden 


and read by Mrs. Henry Thrasher. It contained these words: 
“It is a privilege to commemorate this day, August 22,1948 
to the life as well as the presence of our worthy and be¬ 
loved citizen, Dr. James W. Griffin, who by his sacrifice and 
unstinted service to humanity in his calling in giving his 
best to us regardless of color or creed over the long stretch 
of years that God has privileged him to remain in our 
midst...” 

While grown-ups gathered around the back end of a truck 
which served as a speakers platform after the dinner, many 
children played on see-saws, swings, and baseball fields in 
the east end of the park, which surrounds the Lawson home 
next to the Ohio river. 

In the 55 years Dr. Griffin has ministered to the people 
of the Lewisport community, he has used nearly every sort 
of conveyance including horse, mule, buggy, cart, wagon, 
boat, train, and automobile. He has never traveled in an 
airplane and says he has no desire to do so. 

Lewisport the doctor says, was nearly as large when he 
arrived in 1894 as it is now, but homes and families, and 
businesses, and crops have shown great changes. 

Had he ever had any desire to leave Lewisport? “No sir!” 
he says emphatically. “These are wonderful people and 
they’re all dear to me!” 

Asked about his most interesting case, he told of one 
many years ago in which Richard Hubert, whose father ran 
a store in Lewisport, had shot himself through the hand 
with a “toy” pistol loaded with some sort of gun wadding. 
For two months the boy was in danger, Dr. Jim said. He 
developed tetanus and over the two month period half a 
gallon of tetanus serum was injected into the boy. It was a 
great relief when he finally recovered fully. 

He has no figures on the babies he has brought into the 
world, but estimates range as high as 2,500. He never did 
keep much of any books, anyway, the doctor says most all 
of his business was kept right in his head. 

“Dr. Jim” was born at Utility in Hancock County, Novem¬ 
ber 1,1868. He attended normal school at South Carrollton, 
then the Louisville Business College and Bryant and Straton 
Business College in Louisville. He returned to Hancock and 
taught six terms in the county schools. 

In 1893 he attended the Kentucky School of Medicine in 
Louisville returned to Utility, then moved to Lewisport in 
the same year, 1894. He has been practicing in Lewisport 
ever since. 

Dr. Griffin’s father was Dr. Albert Griffin, one of Han¬ 
cock County’s first doctors.

What's On 
Your Mind? 


Dear Editor, 

This past week I received 
some heartbreaking and dis¬ 
appointing news. The 
“Hancock Clarion” and their 
front page story of the School 
Bus accident, “in the interest 
of selling more papers”, have 
wreaked havoc on the Trans¬ 
portation Department of the 
Hancock County School Sys¬ 
tem. Not only did I have two 
trainees decide to quit the 
School Bus Driver Training 
Program because of the pic¬ 
ture in the paper, not the story, 
just the picture, but we have 
now lost one of our best driv¬ 
ers. Stacy Eckles, who has 
been an excellent School Bus 
Driver for over 13 years now 
and has a big heart and a great 
amount of compassion for 
each and every one of the chil¬ 
dren she transported to and 
from school, has decided not 
to return as a School Bus 
Driver because of the incident. 

The Clarion wrote some 
things in the story that were 
very confusing; one of those 
statements was “She didn’t do 
what we train them not to do 
and that’s to jerk it right up on 
the roadway which could 
cause the bus to overturn.” 
Now to most that statement is 
clear, but there are some of us 
who (for lack of a better de¬ 
scription) have some difficulty 
with reading comprehension 
and could misread that state¬ 
ment as negative. It almost 
sounds like it reads that she 
jerked the bus on the road and 
that’s what caused the wreck. 
But that was not the case. It 
was by her expert driving 
skills and God’s Good Graces 
that she was able to keep that 
bus upright in that situation. 
A lesser driver possibly would 
not have been so lucky. 

I did notice that The 
Clarion had to bring up the Bill 
Cooper mishap, to rub salt in 
that proverbial wound, but 
what I also noticed was that 
the writer never mentioned 
how terrible those roads are: 
1700 is such a narrow road 
with many sharp curves. 
There is no shoulder on most 
of that road. It’s barely wide 
enough for a bus to travel on. 
Then you take into consider¬ 
ation the amount of Log 
Trucks, farm equipment and 
other machinery traveling 
those roads and it can make 
for a stressful situation. Not to 
mention that we as School Bus 
Drivers have learned we must 
“hug” the edge of the road in 
order to prepare for potential 
hazards that possibly await us 
around a curve or on a blind 
hill. If any of you have ever met 
a UPS truck or Fed Ex truck

As a School Bus Driver, 
seeing that article shook me to 
my very core knowing that this 
could happen to any of us at any 
time. It is in my personal opin¬ 
ion that the writer of this article 
was going for the “Sensational¬ 
ism” of the story instead of be¬ 
ing sensitive of this matter. 

We as School Bus Drivers 
must complete a rigorous 
training program to become a 
School Bus Driver. Most 
people just think they hand us 
the keys to the bus and if we 
can park that bus in between 
two other buses, they turn us 
loose. And that is not the case. 
I had a gentleman tell me one 
time that “Anyone can drive a 
bus”, making light of my job. 
He did it as a “stab” toward me 
and my fellow School Bus 
Drivers. As a Driver Trainer 
and a School Bus Driver I have 
found that, on the contrary, 
not everyone is cut out to be a 
School Bus Driver. There are 
many who have tried, several 
who have succeeded and a few 
who did indeed fail. In closing, 
I would just like to say “It takes 
a special kind of person to be 
a School Bus Driver”, and at 
this particular time, we are in 
dire need of those people.

killed.” 

The intersection of state 
Route 69 and Rearden Lane pos¬ 
sesses much better visibility than 
file unmarked lane, and provides 
file residents a safe access point 
to the highway.

Small-town Ky. 
mayor shot dead, 
suspect surrenders 

HICKMAN, Ky. (AP) _The 
mayor of a small western Ken¬ 
tucky town was shot dead 
early Monday morning in his 
home, and a suspect turned 
himself in shortly afterward. 

Hickman Police Chief 
Tony Grogan said 30-year-old 
Thomas Joseph Lattus walked 
into the police department 
around 1 a.m. CST and told an 
officer he had just shot Mayor 
Charles Murphy. An officer 
went to Murphy’s home and 
found the mayor’s body in the 
bedroom. 

Lattus has been charged 
with murder and is being held 
at the Fulton County Jail, 
where records do not indicate 
whether he has an attorney. A 
home phone number for 
Lattus could not immediately 
be found Monday morning. 

Grogan did not say any¬ 
thing about a motive. 

The mayor had dated the 
suspect’s stepmother on and 
off for years, said Gerald Har¬ 
ris, whose niece is married to 
the mayor’s son. Harris said 
there were no arguments be¬ 
tween Lattus and any of 
Murphy’s family.

unborn. I would hope that ev¬ 
eryone in the younger gen¬ 
eration would come to the 
same conclusion. While not 
quite as radical, I share many 
of the same views but would 
be careful not to paint with a 
broad brush. There are mil¬ 
lions of people in our country 
who would like to have a job 
and take care of their own 


needs and the needs of their 
family, but unfortunately there 
are millions of others who 
would not hit a lick at a snake 
if given the opportunity. One 
of the main problems, and the 
reason our nation has a $13 
trillion-plus debt, is that we have 
set the safety net bar too high. 
When you can get just as much 
from the government, and not 
work, as you do working, you 
create dependency.

I am often amused when 
someone tells me they have 
been hesitant to read my col¬ 
umn due to thinking it was 
politically based.

There are just a few words 
that can strike terror into our 
hearts by hearing them spo¬ 
ken. One of those words is 
“malignancy.” The very utter¬ 
ing of this word is harmful to 
the soul, because it repre¬ 
sents an evil that is persistent 
and intense in destroying 
one’s health.

The Family 
Doctor’s 
Corner 


I want to write about Dia¬ 
betes this week. I’ve been 
asked by several people to do 
this. I appreciate suggestions 
for topics. 

The medical term for dia¬ 
betes is Diabetes Mellitus. 
This term is for a group of 
metabolic diseases in which a 
person has high levels of 
sugar in his/her blood either 
because the body does not 
produce enough insulin, or 
because cells do not respond 
to the insulin that is produced. 
There are three main types of 
diabetes: 

Type 1 Diabetes: results 
from the body’s failure to pro¬ 
duce insulin, and presently re¬ 
quires the person to inject in¬ 
sulin. This is also referred to 
as Insulin Dependent Diabe¬ 
tes Mellitus, IDDM for short, 
and was also called juvenile 
diabetes. 

Type 2 Diabetes: results 
from insulin resistance, a con¬ 
dition in which cells fail to use 
insulin properly, sometimes 
combined with an absolute in¬ 
sulin deficiency. This was for¬ 
merly referred to as Non In¬ 
sulin Dependent Diabetes 
Mellitus, NIDDM for short, 
and was also listed as Adult 
Onset Diabetes. 

Gestational Diabetes: is 
when pregnant women, who 
have never had diabetes be¬ 
fore, have a high blood glu¬ 
cose level during pregnancy. 
It may precede development 
of type 2 DM. 

All forms of diabetes have 
been treatable since insulin 
became available in 1921, and 
type 2 diabetes may be con¬ 
trolled with oral medications. 
Both type 1 and 2 are chronic 
conditions that usually cannot 
be cured. 

Type 2 diabetes, affects 
over 221 million people world¬ 
wide. Since I’m seeing older 
people in my Home Call Ser¬ 
vice, it’s Type 2 diabetes that 
I want to devote the most time 
discussing. 

People with Type 2 diabe¬ 
tes are still able to produce in¬ 



sulin at diagnosis. However, 
the insulin they produce is un¬ 
able to perform its primary 
job — helping the body’s cells 
use glucose for energy. Type 
2 diabetes accounts for 90 to 
95 percent of all diabetes 
cases in America. These diag¬ 
nosed cases were once lim¬ 
ited to adults, but the number 
of children diagnosed with 
type 2 is increasing as seden¬ 
tary lifestyles and obesity con¬ 
tinue to rise. 

The exact causes of Type 
2 Diabetes aren’t completely 
understood, but it is known 
that the disease has a strong 
hereditary component. Indi¬ 
viduals who have a parent or 
sibling with type 2 diabetes 
have 10 to 15% chance of de¬ 
veloping the disease. Environ¬ 
mental factors like an inactive 
lifestyle or poor diet may act 
as a trigger for someone with 
a genetic tendency towards 
type 2 diabetes. Other poten¬ 
tial causes of type 2 include 
chronic stress, low birth 
weight, and gene mutations. 
Contrary to what I frequently 
hear, diabetes is not caused 
from eating too much sugar. 

Next week, I’ll discuss di¬ 
agnosis and treatment op¬ 
tions. Again, e-mail me sug¬ 
gestions for things you’d like 
to read. I’m enjoying Home 
Call service. You don’t have to 
be “Home-bound” for me to 
see you at home. If for any rea¬ 
son you are unable to see your 
Primary Care doctor and 
need medical attention, lab 
test follow-up, etc, call

Gambling MIA after 3 
weeks of legislative action 


FRANKFORT, Ky. (AP) _ 
Gov. Steve Beshear’s efforts 
to get lawmakers to approve a 
“simple” constitutional 
amendment to open Kentucky 
to casino-style gambling have 
been complicated by a bitter 
partisan fight over legislative 
redistricting. 

Three weeks into the legis¬ 
lative session, Beshear’s pro¬ 
posal still hasn’t been intro¬ 
duced in the Senate, though 
he said in late December that 
he felt confident it would be 
done in the first week of Janu¬ 
ary. He pledged to “very ag¬ 
gressively” push to allow Ken¬ 
tuckians to wager on more 
than horse races in the Bible- 
belt state with a Constitution 
that frowns on casinos. 

“I’m not certain when the 
bill will actually drop,” said 
Senate Democratic Floor 
Leader R.J. Palmer II of Win¬ 
chester. “I would anticipate 
by the end of the month.There 
are still some negotiations and 
discussions going on.” 

The Democratic majority 


in the House angered Repub¬ 
licans by passing a redistrict¬ 
ing plan that put several GOP 
incumbents in the same legis¬ 
lative districts to run against 
each other in future races or 
bow out. The same thing hap¬ 
pened in the Republican-con- 
trolled Senate when Demo¬ 
cratic incumbents were re¬ 
drawn into the same districts. 

Legislative leaders have 
downplayed the effect the ran¬ 
corous redistricting fight 
might have on other matters, 
including gambling. But some 
rankled Republicans in the 
House might feel less inclined 
to support a measure pushed 
by the same Democrats who 
changed their district bound¬ 
aries. 

Gambling proponents also 
are dealing with lawmakers 
who have traditionally waited 
until after the Jan. 31 deadline 
for election filings to take on 
controversial measures. 
Pressing lawmakers to take a 
stand on gambling before that 
deadline could lead to oppo¬ 


nents filing to run, especially 
in rural regions where it re¬ 
mains a hot-button issue. 

The state’s horse industry, 
hoping to cash in on casino 
gambling, has been watching 
anxiously as the issue unfolds. 
The strugglingindustry wants 
to use some of the proceeds 
from gambling to increase 
racing purses at Kentucky 
tracks to draw more horses 
into the state. 

Sen. Tom Buford, R- 
Nicholasville, said Beshear’s 
gambling proposal had taken 
a back seat, at least tempo¬ 
rarily, to redistricting. With 
that now out of the way, 
Buford, whose district is rife 
with horse farms, said he ex¬ 
pects lawmakers may move 
forward with two proposed 
constitutional amendments. 

One would call for two free¬ 
standing casinos and four to 
be tied to existing horse 
tracks. The other would be 
generic, designating no par¬ 
ticular number of casinos. It 
would call simply for a consti-

tutional amendment to allow 
casino-style gambling. 

Buford sees no chance in 
the Senate for the one that 
specifies the number of casi¬ 
nos and where they’ll be built. 
He said the generic one could 
possibly squeak by with the 
required 23 of 38 votes. 

‘That’s still an ongoing ne¬ 
gotiation,” Palmer said. 

The Rev. JeffFugate, aLex- 
ington pastor and one of the 
state’s most ardent gambling 
opponents, said he sees the 
continuing negotiations as a 
sign that gambling propo¬ 
nents still don’t have the votes 
they need. 

Fugate has formed a loose 
coalition of Christian leaders 
who have vowed to hold law¬ 
makers accountable at the 
polls if they vote for expanded 
gambling. 

“Gambling is a bad idea 
because it redistributes 
money, taking it from the poor¬ 
est and giving it to the wealthi¬ 
est,” Fugate said. 

The gambling issue has lin¬ 
gered since Beshear’s 2007 
gubernatorial campaign. He 
ran on the promise to expand 
gambling opportunities in the 
state but so far has been un¬ 
able to fulfill that promise. He 
was re-elected this year in a 
campaign that included the 
same gambling pledge. 

Beshear said Kentucky is 
losing hundreds of millions of 
dollars to neighboring states 
that allow casino-style gam¬ 
bling. He said Kentucky could 
recapture some of that money 
for needs within its borders 
by offering the same kinds of 
gambling here. 

A lingering economic re¬ 
cession has triggered more 
than $1 billion in revenue 
shortfalls over the past four 
years, and left Kentucky with 
a budget proposal that calls 
for 8.4 percent cuts to most 
state agencies. While gam¬ 
bling and a proposal for tax

reforms could produce extra 
cash in the long term, Beshear 
said he doesn’t expect either 
will come in time to substan¬ 
tially bolster revenues for the 
budget expected to be passed 
by mid-April. 

Pro-gambling groups sanc¬ 
tioned a study released last 
week that suggested eight 
racetrack casinos would have 
a $1.7 billion economic im¬ 
pact on Kentucky after oper¬ 
ating for one full year. 

The Kentucky Chamber of 
Commerce released the study 
that said the casinos would 
employ about 11,000 people 
and generate about $65 mil¬ 
lion in taxes and about $165 
million for the horse tracks. 

The study projected Ken¬ 
tucky Downs would generate 
$365.5 million in its first year 
while Churchill Downs would 
generate $251.2 million. A ca¬ 
sino in Lexington would gen¬ 
erate $170.1 million and 
Turfway Park in Florence 
would generate $78.9 million, 
the study said. 

The Family Foundation of 
Kentucky, which opposes ex¬ 
panded gambling, questioned 
the validity of the study. Mar¬ 
tin Cothran, spokesman for the 
group, said casinos in neigh¬ 
boring Indiana are expecting 
negligible impacts if the Ken¬ 


tucky legislature approves 
Beshear’s proposal, and if vot¬ 
ers ratify that proposal. 

David England, a thor¬ 
oughbred trainer, told law¬ 
makers last week that some 
owners won’t race their horses 
in Kentucky because the 
purses are not competitive 
with states that allow slot ma¬ 
chines at the tracks. He said 
he closed his training opera¬ 
tion in Kentucky. 

Other Kentuckians in the 
business, he said, are “barely 
hanging on” and are hoping 
the legislature will do some¬ 
thing so “they can hold on for 
another year or two until we 
can give them the same play¬ 
ing level as other states around 
us.” 

John Greely, a fourth-gen¬ 
eration Kentucky horse farm 
owner, urged lawmakers to 
legalize casino-style gambling 
to generate money to increase 
purses at the state’s tracks so 
that Kentucky can retain its 
standing as the horse capital. 

“Other states have created 
more favorable conditions for 
thoroughbred owners and 
breeders to be able to survive 
in these tough economic 
times,” Greely said. ‘They’ve 
created more lucrative breed¬ 
ing incentives as well as purse 
structures.”
